CHAPTER XVII. 


THE LIGHTING OF THE LAMP 


The Anglican Archdeaconry at the eastern extremity 
of Long Island was to have its autumnal meeting in 
September and Father Paul had been invited to preach 
the sermon at the popular evening service with which 
such missionary convocations in the Episcopal Church 
are wont to be inaugurated. The rector of the village 
church had been the class mate, room mate and “chum” 
of Father Paul for five years at college and three years 
at the General Theological Seminary in New York 
City; the Archdeacon had been a college and semi- 
nary companion and personal friend also. 

As the time for the meeting of the Archdeaconry 
drew near Father Paul felt constrained in justice to 
his old chum, whom he loved very dearly, to write and 
give him a hint of the kind of sermon they might 
expect him to preach. He intimated that it would treat 
of Church Unity and the Chair of Peter. This letter 
brought dismay to the Rector of G Such a ser- 
mon at the opening of the Archdeaconry meeting was 
a dreadful thing to contemplate, accordingly a confer- 
ence was held with the Archdeacon and a plan was 
outlined by which the dreaded sermon on the Pope 
would be sidetracked. 

Quite ignorant of the plan agreed upon, Father Paul, 
on Tuesday afternoon, September 10th boarded a Long 
Island train from New York to G When about 
mid-way of the Island the Archdeacon got on the same 
train and with a cordial hand shake took the seat be- 
side his old college friend. Presently he said: “By 
the bye, I hope you do not intend preaching anything 








very High Church tonight. The people of G are 
quite Low and it would be very unfortunate if the ser- 
mon gave offence to anyone.” 

Father Paul said nothing in reply that would commit 
himself but he did a great deal of thinking. In fact a 
stormy debate raged in his interior between Prudence 
and Conscience, all the rest of the journey. “Surely,” 
Prudence exclaimed, “you will not be so mad as to 
preach on the Pope after such well-meant advice from 
the Archdeacon, who is thoroughly familiar with the 
situation. It will be like flaunting a red flag before the 
face of a wild bull.” ‘Ah,’ but Conscience responded, 
“it is not the prophet’s office to preach what will please 
the congregation, but to deliver the message that God 





~ the Holy Spirit puts into his mouth.” “That is true 


enough,” rejoined Prudence, “but we must respect the 
voice of authority, and is not ecclesiastical authority 
represented in the present instance by the Archdeacon 
and ought not his admonition and counsel to be 
heeded ?” 

The internal debate still raged with no definite deci- 
sion arrived at when the train stopped at G and 
the delegates to the Archdeaconry meeting alighted 
upon the platform of the station. As a guest of honor 
Father Paul found himself in a carriage, being driven 
rapidly to the church, and beside him sat the Arch- 
deacon. As they drew up before the brilliantly lighted 
parish house where the clergy were already vesting 
for the service the Archdeacon delivered his parting 
shot. Calling his companion by an old college nick- 
name he said, “Preach them a spiritual sermon.” 

“Yes,” responded Prudence and Self-love in a duet, 
“yes, by all means preach them a spiritual sermon; 
that pet sermon of yours on the Holy Spirit will please 
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everybody in the congregation, even the non-Epis- 
copalians who may chance to be present, and after the 
sermon is over people will come to you with out- 
stretched hands and say: ‘Oh, Father Paul, that was a 
splendid sermon and I did enjoy it so.’” 


HOW THE DEBATE WAS SETTLED 


At length the procession of the clergy passed 
into the church and “Evening Prayer,” according 
to the Anglican prayer book, was begun. On oc- 
casions of this sort the service is usually divided 
up into as many portions as possible, for the greater 
the number of the visiting clergy taking part the better 
pleased they are and the people also. As the service 
proceeded the agony of doubt in Father Paul’s mind 
grew more intense, for he could not decide whether he 
should preach the kind of sermon the Archdeacon had 
asked him to do, or whether it was the will of God 
that he should deliver his message about the Pope and 
Church Unity. A notable feature of the Anglican 
evensong, which 
is Cranmer’s sub- 
stitute for Cath 
olic vespers, is 
the reading of 
two “lessons,” or 
Scripture pas- 
sages, the first 
taken from the 
Old Testament 
and the second 
from the New. 
Now on this par- 
ticular night, 
when a clergyman 
of Low Church 
proclivities from 
the North of Ire- 
land came to the 
lectern to read the 
first lesson, he an- 
nounced the sec- 
ond chapter of the Prophet Ezekiel and in a power- 
ful, trumpet-like voice rolled out the opening words: 
“Son of man, rise and stand upon thy feet and thou 
shalt speak My words unto them, whether they will 
hear, or whether they will forbear (for they are a 
rebellious house) yet they shall know that there hath 
been a prophet among them. And thou, son of man, 
be not thou afraid of their words, though briers and 
thorns be with thee.” 

This settled the internal debate. Prudence and Self- 
love were silenced and Conscience won the day. The 
Graymoor Friar knew there was now no escape from a 
painful duty; unless he dared to disobey God he must 
preach the sermon on the Pope. During the singing of 
the hymn before the sermon he knelt in silent, earnest 
prayer for wisdom and strength and then ascended the 
pulpit steps.

THE SERMON 


He said he had been requested to preach on the 
“Spirit of Missions,” and he would base his sermon 





on the description contained in the Acts of the 
Apostles of St. Peter and St. John going up into 
the Temple at Jerusalem, and how they saw a man 
sitting at the beautiful gate of the temple, who had 
been lame from his mother’s womb and never had 
walked, who made bold to ask alms of the Vicar of 
Christ, as he was wont to do of all who passed by, and 
Peter said to him: “Silver and gold have I none, but 
such as I have give I unto thee, in the Name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk.” And he took 
him by the hand and lifted him up and immediately 
his feet and ankle bones received strength and he, 
leaping up, entered with them into the temple, walk- 
ing and leaping and praising God. 


In this lame man lying just outside the temple gate 
the preacher declared he saw a figure and type of An- 
glicanism, that special form of ecclesiasticism which 
had been the product of the so-called English Reforma- 
tion. Anglicanism in fact had always been lame from 
its birth and unto this day lay prostrate just beyond 
the door of entrance into the Catholic Church, its hands

munion cease be- 
ing such a sorry 
failure in the mis- 
sionary conquest 
of the world for 
Christ? Who was there on earth to give strength to 
her feet and ankle bones and make the Episcopal 
Church one of the mightiest missionary forces on the 
face of the earth? The answer was not far to seek, 
there was one man alone who could speak the word of 
divine power’and work the spiritual miracle that was 
necessary and that was the Pope of Rome, the Suc- 
cessor of St. Peter and the Vicar of Christ, now reign- 
ing on the throne of the Fisherman. If we would but 
fix our eyes on him and ask the favor of corporate ad- 
mission into the temple of Catholic Unity, from which 
Henry and Elizabeth Tudor had expelled the English 
people, the Anglo-Saxon race would became the mighti- 
est missionary power in Christendom. In pre-reforma- 
tion times, when English missionaries took their com- 
mission from St. Peter’s Successor at Rome, as for ex- 
ample, Wilfrid and Willibrod and Boniface, they con- 
verted the most of northern Europe to Christianity, and 
English and American missionaries might do the same 
for Asia and Africa and the Islands of the Pacific, if 
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once again they took their marching orders from the 
Vicar of Christ. 


HOW THE SERMON WAS ENDED 


As the preacher proceeded in this fashion the strain 
upon his auditors, especially the clergy, grew more 
tense. At length the North of Ireland presbyter, who 
had read the lesson from the Prophet Ezekiel, could 
sit still no longer. Rising and approaching the Arch- 
deacon he whispered: “You cannot allow that man to 
go on preaching such popery, you must stop him off.” 
Thus spurred on to action the Archdeacon, by the help 
of his cane, rose to his feet, limped forward to the 
center of the chancel and mounted the altar steps. In 
a railroad accident he had been maimed for life and 
the figure of the lame man, halting upon his cane, 
made the scene all the more suggestive. Facing the 
congregation and holding the alms basin in his hand 
in a loud voice the Archdeacon shouted: “Let your 
light so shine before men that they may see your good 
works and glorify your Father which is in Heaven.” 
These words from the Gospel constitute one of the 
so-called “offertory sentences” of the Episcopal 
Church, and when it is pronounced the wardens, or 
vestrymen, present understand it as a signal to take 
up the collection. 

Father Paul at once stopped preaching and returned 
to his seat in the sanctuary, but the last words he 
uttered were “the Chair of Peter.” 

But besides this immediate result the words of the 
Archdeacon were destined to have a far more literal 
fulfilment in so far as they related to the preacher of 
the evening. The Father would yet “let his light so 
shine,” as a witness to Papal Supremacy and Jurisdic- 
tion, that the whole Anglican Communion would read 
the message even if they failed to accept it. 

The Friar from Graymoor sought the seclusion of 
his room at the hotel that night, with a strong fellow- 
feeling for such unpopular and unwelcome prophets as 
Ezekiel and Jeremiah, yet there was profound consola- 
tion in the knowledge that he had not flinched in the 
discharge of the hardest thing he had ever done, prob- 
ably, in his whole life. 


RESOLUTIONS PUT ON THE TABLE 


When the business session of the Archdeaconry was ~ 


called to order the next morning Father Paul sat alone 
in a back seat. Presently the reader of the chapter 
from the “Book of the Prophet Ezekiel” asked for the 
floor and proceeded to read a set of fiery resolutions, 
condemning in no measured language the sermon of 
the preceding evening, stigmatizing the preacher as dis- 
loyal and meet for ecclesiastical censure, and in order 
to prove to the Church at large how utterly the clergy 
of the Archdeaconry repudiated such popish senti- 
ments he moved that a copy of the resolutions be sent 
for publication to the leading church papers. Then it 
was that the unexpected happened. There was another 
Irishman present, a missionary of indefatigable zeal, 
whose zealous labors commanded the praise and 
admiration of the entire Archdeaconry. He was a tall 
and commanding figure and spoke with true Celtic 
eloquence. He denounced the resolutions just read as 
an outrage, surpassing anything of the kind he had 
ever listened to. ‘“‘We of this Archdeaconry have 


invited a brother clergyman, of another diocese, in 
good canonical standing to preach before us, and forth- 
with we proceed to indict the preacher as a heretic 
without the semblance of an ecclesiastical trial and 
brand him before the Church at large as a traitor, and 
all because he has advocated our reunion with the 
Mother Church of Rome, from which we were 
separated in an evil hour. Why, Mr. Chairman, I move 
you sir, that these resolutions be laid on the table”; 
and laid on the table they were. The silent Friar, 
sitting alone in the back of the church, was not a little 
consoled by the unexpected intervention of so stalwart 
a champion, and he saw in it only another evidence 
of that providential protection which since he had 
begun to imitate St. Francis had never failed ‘him. 
When a few years later the Anglo-Roman Union was 
formed to witness among Anglicans to the See of 
Peter, as the divinely constituted centre of Catholic 
Unity, this same clergyman joined the union and be- 
came a member of the Executive Committee. His name 
was John Manning, now long since deceased. 


THE SEQUEL 


That sermon at the Archdeaconry meeting closed 
well nigh every pulpit in the Episcopal Church to the 
Graymoor Friar. He became a sort of ecclesiastical 
pariah, shunned by his clerical brethren as though he 
were a leper, nevertheless the burden of the prophet 
was still upon him. The pen’ and the printing press, 
oftentimes more powerful and far-reaching than the 
tongue, were still at his command. (We have already 
told the story of his little Rose Leaves scattered to the 
four winds from Our Lady’s Garden at Graymoor, but 
fifteen months later a beacon light was kindled on the 
Mount of the Atonement, which was destined to send 
its rays into the remotest regions of the earth, On the 
Feast of Candlemas, February, 1903, the first number 
of THE Lamp was issued. The fitness of the occasion 
was thus commented on by the Editor in his intro- 
ductory address to the readers: 

“Candlemas, the beautiful Feast of the Purification, 
when she who was ‘the Lamp of Burnished Gold,’ 
came into the Temple bearing the Light-of-the-World, 
marks the first appearance of THE LAmMp. We have 
lighted it as a witness to.the Old Faith as taught by 
the English Church before a wicked king severed her 
from the Centre of Unity. We believe that not only 
does our Blessed Lord wish us to pray, but also to 
work for unity; and instead of magnifying differences 
between ourselves and Rome we ought to minimize 
them, and thus prepare the way for that peace which 
we all long for as Christians.” 








The Archdeacon little dreamed that he was calling 
THe Lamp into being when he thundered from the 
altar steps: ‘Let your light so shine before men.”

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GREAT EUCHARISTIC CONGRESS IN 
SOUTH AMERICA 

The thirty-second International Eucharistic Con- 
gress held in Buenos Aires, South America, in the 
early days of October, was an inspiring and soul 
stirring tribute of love and veneration of Our Lord 
in the Holy Eucharist. 

Pilgrims from every walk of life and from every 
center in the Argentine Republic and delegations from 
thirty other nations were present in huge numbers 
—more than a million at the least, to take part in the 
colorful ceremonies of the Congress. 

Government, church and laity vied with each other 
in extending to Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli a welcome 
such as Buenos Aires had never in all its history given 
any royal prince or celebrated statesman. Cannon 
boomed, church bells rang and sirens screeched as the 
Italian liner Conte Grande approached her pier carry- 
ing the Papal Legate and his staff. 

A plea for peace for the world, “poor and afflictea 
on account of the shedding of fraternal and regal 
blood,” was embodied in the message which His Holi- 
ness, Pope Pius XI., broad- 
cast by radio to those tak- 
ing part in the Congress. 

The Holy Father’s mes- 
sage, delivered in Latin, 
was preceded by a brief 
introduction in Spanish. A 
translation of the Holy 
Father’s message follows: 


Christ, the Eucharistic King 


“Christ, the Eucharistic 
King conquers! Christ the 
Eucharistic King reigns! 
Christ the Eucharistic King 
commands! 

“Joyfully and _ delight- 
edly, We ponder over these 
words, most dearly beloved 
Sons in Christ, as daily 
and almost hourly we have 
followed your pious works 
by means of Marconian re- 
sources as though we were 
present. And now, with 
your glorious Congress at 
an end, it is gratifying to 
add with exaltation: 
“Christ, the Eucharistic 
King triumphs! 

“May this gentlest and 
most loving of Kings unite 
with this same victory and 
rule and power, whatever 
may be necessary that 
peace may triumph, as it 
has beside these most 
noble Argentine shores, so 
that it may extend eventu- 
ally also to all parts of the 
earth, everywhere, also to

all intelligences and wills. For the world, poor and 
afflicted on account of the shedding of fraternal and 
regal blood, will find real, stable peace, free from all 
evil, only when we hope for the reign of that Peace of 
Christ in the Kingdom of Christ so that peace may be 
given. 

“These desires and prayers being invoked of God, 
We in the Person of Christ extend Our paternal hand 
above you one and all, and We impart the Apostolic 
Benediction very lovingly and with these words: 

“Through the intercession of Blessed Mary Ever 
Virgin of Lujan, special Patroness of the Argentine 
Republic, of Blessed Michael the Archangel, of 
Blessed John the Baptist, of the Holy Apostles Peter 
and Paul, of the Blessed Martyrs Rocco Gonzalez, 
Alfonso Rodriguez and Juan de Castille, and of all 
the Saints, may the blessing of the Omnipotent God, 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, descend upon you and 
remain with you forever.” 





CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY DAY 


December 2 will be Catholic University Sunday in 
eighty-four dioceses and 
eight thousand two hundred 
parishes in the United 
States. It has been desig- 
nated by the bishops of 
the country as the day for 
discussing, praying for, and 
insuring assistance for our 
own great Catholic Uni- 
versity at Washington, D.C. 


The growth of the Uni- 
versity has been most en- 
couraging. During the past 
three years the graduate 
student body has increased 
over 320 per cent, necessi- 
tating the taking over of 
two large additional halls 
for priest-students. During 
the past summer the reg- 
istration of the Summer 
School totaled 1,465, in the 
three centers at Washing- 
ton, D. C., Dubuque, Iowa, 
and San Rafael College, 
outside the city of San 
Francisco. The only dis- 
couraging aspect of the 
University’s present situa- 
tion is that the financial 
income has not kept cor- 
responding pace with this 
welcomed development. 

The Catholic University 
must depend absolutely 
upon the Annual Collection. 
If it fails, the University 
must close its doors. Such 
a calamity is unthinkable 
and must not be allowed 
to happen.

head of which has been 
placed a militant pagan. 
Much less has_ been 
heard of the terrible per- 
secution of the Church 
in Mexico. We have 
been told, it is true, of 
the nationalization of 
church buildings, and of 
the severe restrictions on 
the priesthood. But we 
are accustomed to think 
of Mexico as a land 
of tyrannical exercise of 
power, the government 
has defended its course 
by alleging the need of 
defending the republic 
against clerical intrigue, 
and as most of us have 
Protestant prejudices, we 
have not troubled our- 
selves very much over 
the misfortunes of the 
Roman Catholics.” 
Rather late the thought 
is dawning that the per- 
secution in Mexico is 
not a private family 
quarrel with an insub- 
ordinate “sect.” ‘From 
the beginning,” as The 
Pilot, (Boston), says, 
“representatives of the 
Church appealed for the 
support of all sincerely 
religious people outside 
the Church with the 
pointed argument that 
their turn would come. 
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But the appeal was blankly ignored. The record of 
the press in this matter is not good. It was not that 
the press lacked interest in foreign news; they fur- 
nished space enough for events abroad, some of them 
frankly trivial, but they were oddly silent about the 
tactics of the murderous camarilla which has now 
dominated Mexico for more than a decade.” 

What Mr. Motta of Switzerland and Mr. De Valera 
of the Irish Free State had to say recently before the 
League of Nations Assembly at Geneva regarding the 
war on religion in Russia applies with equal force to 
Mexico, and Calles and his cohorts will yet learn that 
they cannot legislate God and religion out of the lives 
of the Mexican people. Meanwhile it is the duty of 
Catholics to give every possible aid and succor to those 
who are suffering the brunt of the persecution for 
Christ’s sake. In this connection we cannot do better 
than use as our own the appeal appearing in America 
as follows: 

“To those who have heard of the long martyrdom of 
the Mexican priesthood it will come as no surprise to 
hear of the dire necessity in which the survivors live. 
Through the Mexican Priests and Sisters Aid, with 
headquarters at Brownsville, Texas, and with the ap- 
proval of the Apostolic Delegate, Archbishop Ruiz, 
and of the ecclesiastical authorities of the diocese of 
Corpus Christi, an appeal has been broadcast for their 


support. It takes only a few dollars to feed and house 
a priest for one month. There must be in this coun- 
try many priests and friends of the priesthood who 
will find the little means by which this can be done. 
Most priests are outlawed in Mexico, but most of them 
have also remained at their posts, unless forcibly 
seized and imprisoned or exiled. It is no secret that 
hundreds of priests are little else than “ecclesiastical 
bootleggers,” smuggling the forbidden Sacraments to 
the Faithful, always in imminent peril of exile, and 
even of death. In the diocese of Guadalajara alone, 
twenty priests have laid down their lives for their 
Faith. Many another Priest and Sister have suffered 
imprisonment or death, or both, and the world will 
probably never even hear of their names. But others 
are taking their places constantly, and the Catholic 
Church has no intention of abandoning its rights be- 
fore God of carrying religion to an oppressed people, 
any more than in the past it did it in Poland or Ireland. 
But in Mexico the Church is crippled as rarely before, 
and the lack of the merest necessities of life is ter- 
rible. All those who can spare a few dollars may send 
it to The Mexican Priests and Sisters Aid, care of 
Fr. Enrique, Box 151, Brownsville, Texas, (or to THE 
Lamp) and have the merit of a participation in the mar- 
tyrdom, and in the administration of the Sacraments 
in a time of severe necessity.”

The “Holy Land” of England 


Over twelve thousand people from all parts of Eng- 
land followed His Eminence Cardinal Bourne when, 
on Sunday morning, August 19th, he led the National 
Pilgrimage to England’s “holy land” at Walsingham— 
the first such pilgrimage in four hundred years.

A FURORE IN THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


There was quite some furore over a number of 
matters brought up at the convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church held in Atlantic City in the early 
part of October, the greatest casus belli being perhaps 
the attempt made to change the name of the Protestant 
denomination to that of “Catholic,” Bishop William 
T. Manning of New York asserting in his address that 
“the Protestant Episcopal Church is fundamentally 
and definitely Catholic, and can welcome no union 
with Protestants until they accept the apostolic tradi- 
tions of the Episcopacy.” 

The Manning sermon was the subject of heated 
debate among the convention delegates. Almost with- 
out exception, the low churchmen insisted that the 
Bishop’s remarks would have an unfortunate effect 
on church unity. Rev. W. Russell Bowie of Grace 
Church, New York, pointed out that the deputies had 
voted to retain the word “Protestant” in the name of 
the Church and that this action was “more important 
than the opinion of any individual.” 

“The House of Deputies in General Convention voted 
on Saturday, after the longest, most careful and most 
important debate of this convention to retain the word 
‘Protestant’ and fur- 
thermore, defeated a 
motion for the ap- 
pointment of a com- 
mission to keep the 
subject under discus- 
sion for three years,” 
said Dr. Bowie. ‘This 
convention, with all 
the implications 
which this action car- 
ries, seems to me 
more important than 
the opinion of any 
one of us as an indi- 
vidual.” 

Another subject of 
discussion at the con- 
vention was a reso- 
lution endorsing the 
dissemination of birth 
control information 
which many of the 
clergymen present re- 
ferred to as “nasty 
business,” but despite 
which  characteriza- 
tion, the abominable 
business received ap- 
probation. 

An address by Dr. 
Creighton, Suffragan 
Bishop of Long 
Island, praising Cal- 
les and his brutal 
crew in Mexico, 
brought strong rebuke 
from some of his col- 
leagues and was the

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subject of a leading editorial in The Living Church, the 
official organ of the convention. The editorial entitled 
“Mexico” follows: 

““*Mexico is not irreligious,’ said Bishop Creighton 
in his address at the Missionary mass meeting Thurs- 
day night. And again, ‘she is not anti-Christian.’ 

“‘We are somewhat at a loss to understand what the 
Bishop means. If he refers to the innate religious 
spirit that characterizes most men and that is partic- 
ularly apparent in our Latin-American brethren, we 
quite agree with him. But if he means that the present 
government policy in Mexico is anything but definitely 
anti-Christian and anti-religious, we fear the record 
does not support his claim. We wonder how Bishop 
Creighton reconciles his statement with such official 
utterances as, for example, this one made by President 
Calles of Mexico last month: 

“*We must now enter into and take possession of 
the minds of the children, the minds of the young, 
because they do belong and should belong to the 
revolution. It is absolutely necessary that we dislodge 
the enemy from this trench where the clergy are now, 
where the conservatives are now—I refer to education, 
I refer to the school.’ 

“We wonder how Bishop Creighton reconciles his 
statement with the 
Mexican Govern- 
ment’s refusal to al- 
low the teaching of 
religion at Hooker 
School, supported by 
the missionary funds 
of our Church. 

“It is true that the 
Mexican Government 
appears at times to 
be favoring Protes- 
tant evangelistic ac- 
tivities as a club 
wherewith to beat Ro- 
manism—a policy for 
which they have pre- 
cedent in the history 
of Soviet Russia. 
Many observers be- 
lieve that, just as in 
the case of Russia, 
when this encourage- 
ment of Protestantésm 
has served its prag- 
matic purpose, the 
state will turn against 
Protestants as well as 
Catholics. 

“As for our own 
Church in Mexico, we 
greatly fear that it 
may have been fol- 
lowing a policy of 
opportunism. From 
time to time we hear 
reports of former Ro-

LACK OF COURAGE 


For all our twenty millions, there is a startling lack 
of courage among American Catholics. We seem to feel 
hopelessly outnumbered, almost beaten before we 
swing into action. If the Legion of Decency had done 
nothing else, it would have proved to us the extent 
of our strength and power. The pressure had been 
put upon the motion-picture producers not more than 
three weeks before they were crying aloud for pity. 
They were willing to capitulate without a battle. The 
lesson should be impressed deeply on our memories. 
We are stronger than we think, we Catholics. We 
have simply failed to use that strength in times past. 
We have not exercised the pressure we easily could 
have employed. A united front of Catholics could 
carry through any important moral issue they were 
really interested in. The united public opinion of our 
millions could profoundly move and affect any public 
question. We could shape public opinion in most 
startling and gratifying fashion. Let’s hope that the 
Legion of Decency has taught us an even more im- 
portant lesson than it has taught the motion-picture 
producers. It should have, and perhaps has, taught 
us our strength—Queen’s Work.

In 1844, so far as he could ascertain, 
the Catholic population was between 
500,000 and 600,000. Today, he believed 
he would be right in saying there are 
3,000,000. The official figure is 2,780,000, 
but the larger total would, he thought, 
be confirmed by a study of the mar 
riage and baptismal statistics. 

For the past 20 years the average 
number of persons received into the 
Church has been 10,000. 

Speaking at the Marble Collegiate 
Reformed Church in New York on a 
recent Sunday, Rev. Doctor Albert W. 
Beaven, president of Colgate-Rochester 
Divinity School, brought home to his 
audience a picture of the diabolical ef 
fort being made to kill 
throughout the world.

Dr. Beaven said. “It has operated on

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A picture drawn shortly after the war by an artist who was impressed by the story 
of the rabbi who held a Crucifix before a priest dying from his wounds. This touch- 
ing incident of the great war is now commemorated by a monument just unveiled 
at Taintrux in the Vosges. On August 29, 1914, the village of Taintrux, which was 
serving as a first aid station, had to be evacuated suddenly, under German fire. A 
priest who was seriously wounded, seeing a man clothed in black pass near him, 
mistook him for a Catholic priest and asked him for a Crucifix which he might kiss 


before he died. 


The man he hailed chanced to be Grand Rabbi Abraham Block 


who, without hesitancy or comment, sought a Crucifix among the ruins. As he put 

it to the lips of the priest, a shell exploded nearby and the ++bbi was killed instantly. 

The monument, inaugurated by Minister of Pensions Kivolett, was erected by 
donations from Frenchmen of every faith.

St. Luke’s Day, October 18, was the Thirty-fifth 
Anniversary of the Sisters’ entering upon their con- 
ventual life in St. Francis House. Although it had 
been blessed by Bishop Coleman on St. Francis Day, 
1899, carpenters had not yet finished with their work, 
and consequently the day of formal entrance into the 
Convent was postponed until St. Luke’s Day. The 
Thirty-fifth Anniversary was celebrated by a High Mass 
in the Convent Chapel, sung by the Father General. 


Father Focacci, Rector of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel Church in the Bronx, accompanied by his 
assistant, Father Rattagliata, led a pilgrimage of two 
hundred of his parishioners to the Mount of the Atone- 
ment on Sunday, October 21. It had been planned for 
the pilgrimage to arrive on the Mountain at 4 o'clock, 
but owing to delay, they did not reach their destina- 
tion until 6 o’clock. They were immediately led into 
the Little Flower Chapel, filling it to capacity, where 
after an address of welcome by one of the Graymoor 
Fathers, Solemn Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament 
was given. It was a beautiful moonlight night and 
almost as light as day when they set out on their re- 
turn trip to New York. 


Graymoor celebrated October 30th as the Silver 
Jubilee of the Corporate Reception of the Society of 
the Atonement into the Catholic Church, it being just 
twenty-five years since that important event in the 
history of the Society took place. It is to be recalled 
that the Society of the Atonement was numerically 
very small at the time of its Corporate Reception into

the Fold of Peter. There were only two Friars, the 
Father Founder and one Lay Brother, five Sisters and 
ten members of the Third Congregation, seventeen 
souls in all that were corporately received on October 
30, 1909 by Monsignor Conroy, afterwards Bishop of 
Ogdensburg, acting for Cardinal Farley, Archbishop of 
New York. The First Congregation has grown since 
then into a membership of fifteen Priests, five Deacons, 
thirty-four Professed Friar Clerics, eight Professed 
Lay Brothers, six Lay Postulants, eight Cleric Novices, 
sixty-four Students for the Priesthood at Graymoor and 
eleven Tertiary Brothers. The Second Congregation, 
Sisters of the Atonement, now number 111 Professed 
Sisters, 13 Novices, 7 Postulants, 2 Oblates and 9 
Tertiary Sisters. The Houses of the Sisters, 17 in 
number, Stretch to the North across the St. Lawrence 
as far as Edmonton, Alberta, which is 500 miles nearer 
the Arctic Circle than Montreal, and to the West they 
reach the Pacific coast at Vancouver, British Columbia, 
and again at Delano, California. To the South they 
have gone in their missionary labors as far as Galves- 
ton on the Gulf of Mexico; and crossing the Atlantic 
they have established themselves at Assisi and also 
in County Leitrim, Ireland. In the Third Congrega- 
tion there are 1,000 Tertiaries of the Society. As- 
sociated with the Society are also the members of the 
Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost and the Rosary League of 
Our Lady of the Atonement, approximating 100,000. 

What the next twenty-fivé years will record of 
development and growth for the Society of the Atone- 
ment can only be surmised; but from present indica- 
tions the progress ought to be enormous. By that time 
probably our daily prayer will be answered, and the 
Friars and Sisters of the Atonement will be mission- 
aries in all lands.

HOW ST. ANTHONY’S PERPETUAL NOVENA 
STARTED AT GRAYMOOR 


St. Francis Church on the Mount of the Atonement 
was dedicated on the Feast of the Chair of St. Peter 
at Rome, January 18, 1912. Just a day or two before, 
St. Anthony’s Statue was placed in the Gospel corner 
upon a wall bracket precisely where it has stood ever 
since. The Father General of the Society did the plac- 
ing with his own hands and while he was in the very 
act of doing so, one of the Brothers handed him a letter 
which he paused to read. It was from a client of St. 
Anthony residing in Philadelphia, and its substance 
was to the effect that her baby, named after the Saint 
of Padua, was very ill and she begged prayers for 
his recovery. The Father General immediately knelt 
before the image of the Saint with the Divine Infant 
in his arms and besought the Wonder-worker to inter- 
cede for “Baby Anthony’s” life, and two weeks later 
came a thank offering of five dollars from the happy 
and grateful mother, and thereafter other petitions 
kept coming in which also were presented in prayer 
to St. Anthony in the Gospel Corner of the Church of 
St. Francis on our Atonement Mountain. 


This was the beginning of what we call the 
“PERPETUAL NoveNA” To St. ANTHONY. On every 
Tuesday a fresh Novena begins and so they constitute 
an endless chain, each new Novena inter-linking with 
its predecessor and thus for twenty-two years these 
Novenas have succeeded each other without intermis- 
sion. Meantime the popularity of Saint Anthony’s 
Corner at Graymoor has gone on increasing. During 
a single year over Ten Thousand Thanksgivings were 
received by the Graymoor Friars from Clients of St. 
Anthony similar to the ones published every month 
on this page.

A Visible Sign of Our Lady’s Joy in the Rosary 


Beloved Sons and Daughters of the Atonement: 

It is our pleasure to publish, probably almost for the 
first time in America, a translation of the Pastoral of 
the Bishop of Leiria, Portugal, concerning the appari- 
tions of the Blessed Virgin to three little shepherd 
children of the parish of Fatima in the said Diocese, 
as far back as the year 1917, when the World War was 
still in progress. 

We are sure that our Rosarians will read this Pas- 
toral with lively interest. It will be noticed that, in 
her appearances, Our Lady holds a rosary suspended 
from her hands folded upon her breast. And not only 
does she give this outward and visible sign of her wish 
and desire that the rosary should be used, but she 
especially recommends its use together with the prac- 
tice of penance, as a means by which the World War 
was to be ended, declaring that God was much angered 
on account of the sins of men and above all the 
sins of the flesh. One year after the apparitions 
the War was over, but owing to the continued sins of 
the people since, the distress of the nations did not 
cease with the signing of the Armistice, but has con- 
tinued through the sixteen years that have elapsed since 
then. The world still is in a very bad way; society 
afflicted with divers diseases; revolutions of one kind 
or another are constantly occurring or threatening in 
the nations of both hemispheres, war clouds appear 
along the horizons of Europe, Asia and South America 
and no one can tell what a day may bring forth. 

Let us be diligent in our prayers, particularly in the 
use of the rosary, seasoning our supplications with 
penitential exercises that God may turn away 
His wrath and visit Christendom again with the smile 
of the Divine Favor. In particular we ask our Ros- 
arians to use their beads, supplicating our Father in 
Heaven and the Mother of God to bring about the 
downfall of the Bolshevists in Mexico, who have the 
government under their control and are bitterly per- 
secuting the Catholics, particularly the priests, and 
teaching atheistic doctrines to the children in the 
schools of the nation. Meanwhile Antichrist still reigns 
in Russia and Communism everywhere threatens the 
nations of Europe and of America. Perhaps ere this 
letter reaches you one of the high priests of Bolshev- 


ism will have been actually elected Governor of 
California, which May God forbid! 

It behooves us, dear Sons and Daughters of the 
Atonement to use our rosaries more diligently and by 
our own holy lives in union with Christ crucified to 
make an atonement for the sins of humanity which like 
the corruption of the “cities of the plain” in the days 
of Lot and Abraham ascend up as a foul odor into the 
nostrils of the Most High, inviting Him to send down 
upon this generation a doom similar to that which He 
visited upon Sodom and Gomorrha.

Our Lapy oF THE Rosary OF FATIMA 


It gives us great pleasure to make known to the 
Readers of THE Lamp, probably for the first time, 
apparitions of Our Lady to three little shepherd chil- 
dren at Cova da Iria of the parish of Fatima, in the 
Diocese of Leiria, Portugal, from May to October, 
1917, and that they have been declared by the Bishop 
of that Diocese, His Excellency, Most Rev. Joseph 
Alves Correa da Silva, as “worthy of credit,” and 
devotion to “Our Lady of Fatima” has been solemnly 
approved and sanctioned by him. 


We are indebted to a Tertiary Priest of the Atone- 
ment, the Rev. Joseph Cacella, T.S.A., in charge of 
the Portuguese Catholics of New York City for a 
translation of the Bishop of Leiria’s Pastoral, which we 
have condensed for publication here. 


THE APPARITIONS OF FATIMA 


On the 13th of May, 1917, three children of the 
parish of Fatima, Vicariate of Ourem of this diocese, 
were tending a flock of sheep in a place known as 
Cova da Iria. The eldest of them, Lucia de Jesus, 
was 10 years old, Francisco 9, and Jacinta 6. Fran- 
cisco and Jacinta were brother and sister, and Lucia 
was their cousin. None of them knew how to read or 
write. 

It was about noon, and according to their custom, 
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the children recited the five decades of Our Lady’s 
Rosary. 

After finishing their prayers, they were passing their 
time in building a little house of loose stones when 
suddenly there was a flash of lightning, vivid and 
bright. Though the sky was clear and cloudless, the 
children, dreading a thunder-storm, began to gather 
their flocks of sheep, in order to go home. 

On reaching, however, the site where now the springs 
of water are, there was again a flash of lightning, and 
a few steps away the children were surprised to see 
standing upon a small tree, upon the site where now 
stands the poor, small Chapel * of the Apparitions, a 
Lady of incomparable beauty, clothed in a dress of 
purest white, a gold bordered mantle covering her 
head and the greater part of her 
body. Her face, of a super- 
natural heavenly beauty, was 
calm, serious, with a tinge of 
sadness. From her joined hands 
there hung a beautiful rosary 
ending with a Cross. From her 
whole person there spread out 
rays of light with a splendor 
more brilliant than that of the 
sun. 

The children came nearer and 
then there was a dialogue be- 
tween the Lady and the eldest 
of the children, during which 
the Lady invited them to come 
there on the 13th day of every 
month until October. 

As the evidence of the chil- 
dren and many other people 
shows there were six Appari- 
tions on the 13th of each month, 
excepting in August when the 
Apparition was seen a few days 
later, because the administrative 
authority had imprisoned the 
children in Ourem. 

The Lady told them that her 
place was in Heaven, confided to 
them a secret which they were 
not to reveal to any one, taught

As little by little the crowds were increasing extra- 
ordinarily and as the diocese of Leiria, canonically 
erected in that year, was being then administered by 
His Eminence, the Cardinal Patriarch of Lisbon, Dom 
Antonio Mendes Belo, of happy memory, His Grace

the Archbishop of Mitilene, now Bishop of Vila-Real 
and then Vicar-General of the Patriarchate, ordered an 
inquiry into the occurrences. 

On our taking charge of the diocese as its Bishop 
in 1920, we could not ignore what had passed and 
therefore, by our order of 6th of May, 1922, we ap- 
pointed a Committee of priests to freely take evidence 
in favor of or against the events and to submit to us the 
report. Two members of this Committee were called 
by God to His presence, but the others continued the 
work. Recently they submitted a lengthy report which 
we have examined with care. 

We wish to thank here the Rev. Fathers who con- 
stituted the Committee and particularly the Rev. 
Canon of the Patriarchal See of Lisbon and distin- 
guished Professor of the Semi- 
nary of Santarem, Dr. Manual 
Nunes Formigao Junior, who 
worked on the Committee with 
indefatigable zeal, worthy of 
imitation, as he does in every- 
thing that concerns the worship 
of God and the honor of Our 
Lady. 

Our holy Mother the Church 
having entrusted to our care the 
Bishopric of Leiria and it being 
our duty as Bishop to care for 
the faithful entrusted to us and 
following the example of the 
venerable Prelates in such cases, 
after having attentively studied 
the events during 10 years, we 
have now resolved to give our 
decision declaring, however, that 
to the Holy See we humbly sub- 
mit our judgment. 


THE MARVELLOUS EPISODES 
OF FATIMA 


Referring to the small num- 
ber of the wise, the powerful 
and the noble among the Chris- 
tians of the primitive Church, 
St. Paul says: 

“But the foolish things of the 
world hath God chosen, that He 
may confound the wise: and the 
weak things of the world hath 
God chosen, that He may con- 
found the strong: and the mean 
things of the world and things that are contemptible 
hath God chosen and things that are not, that He might 
destroy the things that are: that no flesh should glory 
in His sight ... that as it is written, He that glorieth 
may glory in the Lord.” 

History upholds these observations with facts. The 
Apostles chosen by Our Lord to preach the Christian 
doctrine to the whole world were fishermen; St. 
Gregory, VIII, the champion of the liberty of the 
Church belonged to a poor peasant family; St. Joan 
of Arc, who liberated France, and Blessed Bernadette 
de Soubirous, the happy seer of Lourdes, were poor 
shepherdesses. 
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At Fatima it is the same. The place chosen for the 
apparition is stony without any attractions whatsoever. 
Portugal is rich in beautiful spots, verdant lands, 
superb panoramas. Cova da Iria, besides being a real 
den, had nothing attractive about it. The children who 
saw the Vision were humble creatures from our moun- 
tain lands, modestly dressed, without instruction, not 
knowing how to read and with a rudimentary religious 
knowledge. 

They are not nervous, but affable and loving in the 
midst of their rough surroundings, fond of the family, 
obedient to their parents, happy. ... 

One cannot discern in them any self-interest or th 
spirit of vanity. They don’t 
receive the alms or presents 


The favored children, being small, rude and lowly, 
we must have some proofs in order to believe what 
they stated. 

According to these children, “Our Lady” would ap- 
pear to them on a small holm-oak azinheira, emaciated 
as all the trees generally are in those stony places, and 
hundreds, nay thousands of persons, whose truthful- 
ness we cannot doubt, saw a column of smoke, which 
like incense would envelope the tree during the Ap- 
paritions. This phenomenon, which cannot be humanly 
explained, was repeated several times. 

This reminds us of the exclamation in the Canticle 
of Canticles which our Holy Church applies to the 
most holy Virgin: ‘Who is 
she that goeth up by the 





which people wish to give 
them. And when we 
decided to take upon our- 
selves the direction of the 
works and the religious 
movement, they honorably 
handed over to us, in their 
original species, the money 
and the objects of value 
which the people would 
leave on the site of the Ap- 
paritions. 

Their parents were poor 
and today they continue in 
the state they were before. 
They worked for their liv- 
ing and they continue to do 
so today. In nothing is their 
life altered during the lapse 
of 13 years. 

The children, when ques- 
tioned jointly or separately, 
answered with the same 
precision, without notice- 
able contradictions, the dif- 
ferent questionnaires, 
whether official or private, 
to which they were sub- 
jected. ' : 

They were put in prison 
by the representative of the 
administrative authority, 
and threatened that they

would be roasted alive and 
even then they did not deny 
what they had once de- 
clared. 

They say nothing against 
faith or morals, according to the word of the Apostles: 
“No man speaking by the Spirit of God saith 
anathema to Jesus.” 

Finally, the two younger children, brother and sister, 
got the pneumonic influenza which carried away so 
many in the whole world and both die edifying deaths, 
while Lucia, the only surviving child, freely and vol- 
untarily, without any coercion, after receiving the con- 
sent of her mother embraces the religious life. 

It is necessary likewise to consider the circumstances 
which accompanied the visions.

Missions of the Society of the Atonement Among the 


Ukrainians and Japanese in Canada 
An Address Delivered By the Editor of the Lamp at the Mission Exhibition in Brooklyn, N. Y. 


Epitor’s Foreworp: Last year at about this time 
a Missionary Exhibit was given at the Commodore 
Hotel, New York City, under the auspices of the 
Society for the Propagation of the Faith. It was 
very successful and last month Brooklyn gave 
a similar Exhibit, held in the spacious quarters 
of the Knights of Columbus Building, near the 
main entrance to Prospect Park. It opened on Monday, 
October 15th (St. Theresa’s Day) and ended on the 
following Sunday, October 21st. It too proved a huge 
success, in some respects surpassing its predecessor of 
a year ago in New York. By general consent one of 
the most beautiful booths of the entire Exhibit was 
that of the Franciscan Friars and Sisters of the Atone- 
ment. What attracted most attention and became the 
cynosure of all eyes was the beautiful picture of Our 
Lady of the Atonement, painted by Madame Nealis, 
Sacred Heart Nun of Montreal, which was given the 
central place. Another popular attraction were the two 
Japanese students from Graymoor, who arrayed in 
their native Japanese costume distributed the literature 
of the Society to the passers-by, who numbered thou- 
sands upon thousands in the course of seven days. 


Reverend Fathers, Fellow Religious, and dear Friends 
of the Laity: 


I have been requested by Monsignor Hilpert, Direc- 
tor of the Propagation of the Faith in the Diocese of 
Brooklyn, to speak to you tonight on the Missions in 
Canada of the Society of the Atonement among the 
Ukrainians and Japanese. 

By way of introduction let me say first of all that 
the Society of the Atonement is unique among the 
religious and missionary Institutes of the Catholic 
Church, in that it originated outside the Fold of Peter. 


A primary product of the Oxford Movement in the 
Anglican Church, the Corporate Reception of the three 
Congregations of the Society of the Atonement into the 
Catholic Church 25 years ago was a perfect model of 
its kind, and has already served as a pattern and ex- 
ample for several other corporate receptions, notably 


the Benedictine Monks of the Isle of Caldey and the 
Benedictine Nuns of Milford Haven, South Wales, who 
made their corporate submission to the Apostolic See 
several years after the Franciscan Friars and Sisters of 
the Atonement at Graymoor. In making application to 
the Holy Father through the Apostolic Delegate at 
Washington to take the Society of the Atonement into 
Peter’s household we asked that we might be permitted 
to do three things: First, to reconcile sinners unto God 
through the Precious Blood of the Atonement; 
Second, to win Anglicans and other non-Papal Chris- 
tians to the obedience of St. Peter; Third, to go to the 
heathen as missionaries. From its very beginning the 
motto of the Society has been: Omnia pro Christo et 
Salute Hominum (All things for Christ and the salva- 
tion of men). 

It was at the invitation of His Grace, Archbishop 
O'Leary, that our Sisters went to Canada in October, 
1926, to work among the Ukrainians in the Archdiocese 
of Edmonton, being the northern portion of Alberta. 
In the pioneer days of Western Canada, when the 
Canadian Pacific was under construction, thousands of 
Russians and Ukrainians of Eastern Europe were im- 
ported to the Dominion, first to build the railroad, and 
then to become settlers on the prairie lands, to sub- 
due and develop the plains into the rich harvest fields 
of wheat that now have made that portion of Canada 
famous throughout the world. At the present time the 
Russian and Ukrainian population of the Dominion of 
Canada is over 400,000, and there are 25,000 Ukrain- 
ians in the Archdiocese of Edmonton alone, to say 
nothing of the Russians and Bukovinians, who number 
many thousand more. 

The mission post assigned to the Sisters of the 
Atonement upon their arrival in Alberta was a hamlet 
75 miles northwest of Edmonton, called Smoky Lake. 


Smoky LAKE 
On reaching their destination they found not even 


a house of the humblest kind awaiting them. It was 
almost like Our Lady and St. Joseph when they came 
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to Bethlehem. Finally Fr. 
Hughes, their conductor, dis- 
covered a little one-story 
house with four rooms, 24 
by 20, just about completed, 
which he _ purchased, lot, 
house and all, for the mag- 
nificent sum of $875. Into 
this the Sisters moved on 
St. Luke’s Day, 8 years ago. 
The furniture was scant in- 
deed. Besides the kitchen 
stove there was another 
wood stove, four beds, a few 
chairs, one table, and the 
rest of the furniture was 
made up of crates and 
orange boxes. Describing 
the Mission in one of the 
first letters to Graymoor, 
Sister Francesca said: ‘No 
China or African mission 
can improve upon the trials 
and hardships that await us, 








| Heaven should she expect 
such deep devotion. 

A pathetic incident, one 
among many, occurred dur- 
ing this first Christmastime 
at Smoky Lake. A Sister 
who speaks both Polish and 
Ukrainian, entering the tiny 
convent chapel one morning, 
found an elderly Ukrainian 
woman, with the native 
bright shawl over her head, 
prostrate on the floor in 
front of the altar. Seeing 
that she was weeping, the 
Sister bent over her to in- 
quire why, and the reply 
was, “Sister, this is the first 
time I have been in God’s 
presence since leaving Rus- 
sia forty years ago.” 

Divine Providence has 
blessed the labors of the 
Sisters at Smoky Lake. 





looking at it from a material 
and __ spiritual standpoint. 
This is pioneer work in its 
first stages, with its primi- 
tive conditions. We have to 
carry all our water from the village well. And talk about 
poverty of space! We surely will practice it to the 
letter. We will be stepping on each others toes very 
often. The kitchen will be our ‘Convent,’ which means, 
community room, laundry, refectory, pantry, and so 
far as I can see at present, sleeping apartment for one, 
if not two, Sisters, as the present dormitory is so very 
tiny.” Of course one room had to be reserved for the 
chapel, and the front room had to serve as parlor and 
refectory for the chaplain. All through that first 
winter the inner wall of the kitchen was covered with 
ice, which the heat of the stove was not sufficient to 
thaw out. During that first winter our Sisters drove 
out in an open sleigh, covering miles of territory, visit- 
ing the scattered farmhouses, with the thermometer 
often registering 20 degrees below zero. Smoky Lake, 
by the bye, is five hundred miles nearer the North Pole 
than Montreal. 


Having no place for the people to assemble for wor- 
ship, the Sisters hastily built a chapel out of thin 
boards, with no plastering on the inside and tar paper 
on the roof. The first Midnight Mass in this place 
was a never-to-be-forgotten experience. The cold was 
intense, with heavy drifts of snow, but, notwithstand- 
ing, many teams were able to get through, and for 
many miles on the prairies from all directions came the 
good Uniate Catholics and the Latin Poles to celebrate 
at last, with great joy, a real Christmas. They lingered 
long after the Mass was over, singing and chanting the 
praises of the Christ-Child in their own languages, and 
the morning was far on its way before they started 
homeward across the plains. Never will they forget 
that Holy Night, and the Sisters still speak with happy 
voices and glistening eyes of the wonderful joy of that 
Midnight Mass in the North; one declared that only in

After serving its holy pur- 
pose for two years the shack 
of a’ chapel was abandoned 
and a_ beautiful mission 
Church, after the Ukrainian 
style of architecture took its place, alongside of which 
a convent of considerable dimensions has been erected, 
although by no means luxurious in its appointments. 
The former house is now occupied by two of our Gray- 
moor Friars, who cooperate with the Sisters in the 
work among the Ukrainians. The Sisters have also 
established in the See City of Edmonton a house for 
Ukrainian girls from the country who come to the city 
to attend high school or to find employment in the 
stores. Radiating from Smoky Lake there are four- 
teen mission centers where our Sisters do catechetical 
work, particularly in the summer months. They will 
go to one of these distant places, living for the time 
being in the sacristy of the mission church or in the 


~house of one of the people, gathering the children to- 


gether for catechetical instruction day after day, to 
prepare them for First Holy Communion and Con- 
firmation then from there pass on, two by two, to some 
other center to do the same work. There is a Shrine 
of Our Lady of Lourdes at a place called Skaro at- 
tended by a large Polish congregation of farming people 
widely scattered over the plains. Here the Sisters 
prepare everything for a grand festival on the Feast 
of the Assumption; and two thousand of the faithful 
gather, while the children that have been instructed 
receive Holy Communion for the first time, or perhaps 
Confirmation if the Archbishop happens to be coming 
at that particular time. Between solemn Vespers and 
the Midnight Mess confessions will be heard by the 
priests in attendance in as many as eight languages. 


During the summer of 1929 from Smoky Lake and 
Edmonton five postulants went to Graymoor to enter 
the Novitiate of the Mother House to be trained. All 
of them are now clothed in the brown habit of St. 
Francis and have returned to help gather the great 
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harvest of souls on the Alberta prairies; while others 
have come to take their place in the Novitiate, and 
they too, God Willing, will follow the footsteps of the 
pioneer Sisters who went eight years ago from Gray- 
moor into Northern Alberta to labor among the Ukrain- 
ians and the Russians. 


IT NOW REMAINS TO TELL THE STORY OF THE 
MISSION AMONG THE JAPANESE IN 
BritisH CoLuMBIA. 


Our Sisters went to Vancouver to labor among the 
Japanese in the same year and in the same month 
that they went to Edmonton. The Japanese Mis- 
sion was founded on October 16, whereas the Mission 
in Smoky Lake was established two days later. The 
Missions of the Society of the Atonement in British 
Columbia are the only Catholic ones among the twenty 
thousand Japanese in all Canada. It is well known 
that of all the peoples of Asia, the most difficult to 
convert to Catholicism are the Japanese. The converts 
to Catholicism in China, as compared with those in 
Japan, are 10 to 1. This makes the success of the 
Catholic Mission among the Japanese in Vancouver all 
the more remarkable. The Japanese converts who 
have thus far been baptized number 200, over 100 of 
them are Communicants, the others being children 
under instruction for First Holy Communion and Cou- 
firmation. Besides the Mission in Vancouver one has 
also been established at a place called Steveston, which 
is a Japanese fishing village on Lulu Island, having a 
population of about 1,000. In Vancouver proper there 
are 6,000 Japanese. Another center outside the city 
has also recently been started. Among the adult con- 
verts are four young men, who received a call to the 
priesthood and the religious life and have been at 
Graymoor pursuing their studies the past three years. 
I must pay a tribute to the splendid character of these 
four Japanese converts. Not one of them has had to 
be corrected in the slightest degree for any breach of 
discipline or rule or misconduct in any way since they 
came to Graymoor. Besides the four Japanese stu- 
dents the Vancouver Mission has produced two 
vocations for the priesthood in the Society of 
the Atonement, 
one being a na- 
tive of British 
Columbia, and 
the other coming 
as a boy to Van- 
couver from far- 
away Australia. 

Some three 
years ago His 
Excellency, the 
Archbishop of 
Vancouver, seeing 
the great success 
of the Mission, 
invited the Father 
General to send 
one of the Gray- 
moor priests to 
establish a Japa- 
mese parish and

for this purpose we sent Father Benedict Quigley, 
S. A., in the summer of 1932 to Vancouver and one 
year later Father Dominic Kenny, S.A. to assist him. 
The importance of this Mission of our Fathers and 
Sisters is the greater when it is considered that it is 
as we have already said, the only mission work done 
among the Japanese in the Dominion of Canada. 

We believe that from British Columbia the Friars 
and Sisters of the Atonement will ultimately pass over 
into Japan. Our Sisters have already been invited to 
Japan by the Franciscan Fathers who are laboring 
there at the present time. The four Japanese young 
men now studying for the priesthood in our Society 
after their ordination will not be wholly satisfied to 
return to Canada to labor for the conversion of their 
own people, but they too will want also to go to Japan. 
We must remember that the Japanese are the dominant 
people of the Far East; and the importance of their 
being converted to the Catholic faith cannot be over- 
estimated. 

The commencement of the work among the Japanese 
in Vancouver is to be found in the person of Sister 
Mary O’Melia, S.A. She was born in England and 
was the daughter of a clergyman of the Church of 
England. After graduating as a student from Oxford 
University she came to Vancouver with the express 
purpose of laboring for the conversion of the Japanese. 
She began by teaching English to Japanese young men 
and in the process sought to convert them to Christian- 
ity. Thus she became well known among the Japanese, 
who to this day call her O’Melia San, O’Melia being 
her family name and San corresponds to our word— 
Miss. Her work, however, produced only small results, 
till finally she became a Catholic, entered the Atone- 
ment Sisterhood at Graymoor and after her profession 
returned to Vancouver in company with several other 
Sisters of the Atonement to carry on the work among 
the Japanese. Our Father Benedict, after two years 
of most diligent study, has mastered the very difficult 
language of the Japanese, and preaches to the people 
every Sunday. The Japanese children are especially 
devoted to him, and when he walks along the street 
they almost block the way, clinging to him and em- 
bracing his legs as he walks. 

Fr. Dominic, 
S.A., is now sta- 
tioned with four 
Sisters of the 
Atonement in the 
fishing village of 
Steveston on Lu- 
lu Island. Just 
now they are 
building a com- 
bination chapel, 
hall, convent, nur- 
sery and kinder- 
garten. The funds 
for the purpose 
having been 
willed by a Rock- 
of-Peter Annui- 
tant, now de- 
ceased. 

The pastor of 
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the Anglican Church nearby, 
who has labored long but 
with only a small measure of 
success among the Japanese, 
once called to see the Sister 
Superior of the Graymoor Sis- 
ters, asking her the secret of 
their success, whereas their 
own efforts had seemed to 
prove a failure. We do not 
know what answer she made, 
but she might truly have said: 
“The secret of our success is 
that we fish with Peter's net.” 





CAMPAIGN FOR TOLER- 
ANCE IN TEXAS PARISH

A series of lectures on the 
teachings and practices of the 
Catholic Church were con- 
ducted at the Court House in 
Hereford, Texas, recently by 
Rey. Francis J. Ledwig, noted 
Catholic priest, lecturer and 
educator. 

The series opened on a Sun- 
day evening with the subject, 
“Who is a loyal American?” 
In his remarks, Father Ledwig 
pointed out that the founda- 
tion of the nation finds its 
cornerstone in the family. As 
the family is so shall the nation be. ‘Good citizenship,” 
declared the speaker, “finds its very essence in the 
roots of Christianity. Show me the man who is a 
good Christian, living up to his faith, and I will show 
you a good citizen.” 

On Monday evening, the lecturer branded intoler- 
ance and bigotry as the works of hell and declared: 
“Any man who goes about this country stirring up hate 
and bigotry against any religion, sect or society is 


neither Christian nor American. He is a traitor to his” 


God and to his country, for there is no place for hate 
and bigotry in the code of the philosophy of life of 
the Christian man and woman. Religion is a philos- 
ophy of love and has its very inception in the God- 
head. God is love and the common Father of us all. 
We are bound together in a common brotherhood of 
man under a universal Fatherhood of God. If I love 
God and God loves me, if my neighbor loves God and 
God loves him then we must love each other.” 

He scathingly denounced class distinction and the 
stirring up of strife of one class against another. He 
bitterly denounced the easy divorce mills of the United 
States, the salacious films and the pernicious practices 
of birth control. “If our nation is to recover, we must 
come back to our senses and realize that we, as finite 
human beings, cannot be contented with the things of 
this world when we are created for Him Who made 
them. If this nation is to rise from the mirage in which

spreading of 
Christianity. 

That our 
Sisters are 
handicapped 
in the finan- 
cial sense can 
easily be sur- 
mised from 
the following 
incident, em- 
barrassing 
enough to an 
ordinary 
traveller, but 
nothing un- 
usual in the 
case of a devoted follower of the Poor Man of 
Assisi — Saint Francis. One of our Sisters of the 
Atonement stationed at Assisi arrived in Paris, en- 
route to Ireland, without any money, as what little she 
had after paying her fare was used in paying excess 
baggage on a little trunk she brought with her. She 
went to the American Consul and to the Sisters of 
Charity and they saw that she got to Ireland. She 
wrote a very cheerful letter to the Mother General 
saying, “the angels took care of her and her difficulties 
were dissolved one by one and she is very happy in 
Ireland.” 

With the passage of time it becomes more and more 
apparent that in selecting Rossinver on the shores of 
Lough Melvin for the first foundation in Ireland of the 
Sisters of the Atonement, the Mother General’s plans

were guided by Divine Providence, for though small 
and poor is the little convent—“our little Irish portion” 
as Mother General loves to call it—it is in a location 
rich in spiritual treasures because of the many voca- 
tions awaiting cultivation, and that these vocations will 
be nurtured and brought to fruition amid pleasant sur- 
roundings goes almost without saying. Nora Tynan, 
writing in the Jrish Independent, says of Leitrim: 

“Leitrim is a land of innumerable lovely wild 
flowers. The woodbine here is finer and more plentiful 
than anywhere else, I should say, in the world; and 
its delicate perfume more delicious. The wild rose— 
in one of its many varieties—is of a deeper bluish pink 
than I have ever seen in any other country. Moon 
daisies and purple clover blossoms, tall and large and 
luxuriant, nod together with the despised golden dan- 
delions and a 
hundred other 
blossoms in 
the lush green 
of feathery 
grasses. 

“There are 
many flowers 
here, which 
in a some- 
what wide ex- 
perience, I 
have never 
seen before; 
the smaller 
ones, with a 
close, mossy 
foundation, 
are like very 
sweet and 
very tiny rock 
plants cov- 
ered with per- 
fect baby 
blossoms— 
white and 
blues, mauve 
and gold and 
purple. The perfume is exquisite as it floats on the 
breeze; it is ‘sunshine condensed.’ The ferns here 
too, are wonderful, and one longs to take baskets of 
them home. The pity would be to remove them from 
such a perfect setting!” 

It is in this lovely setting that the Mother General 
was inspired to plant the seed of the Atonement. How 
gratifying in the human sense and oh, how blessed 
and fruitful in the Divine if she could but receive the 
necessary financial assistance to carry forward more 
quickly the work so auspiciously undertaken.

What can be more beautiful than our Catholic chil- 
dren trying to help the children of paganism to know 
and love God? There is no greater nor more appealing 
charity. Enter a class room of a Catholic school; 
listen to the fervent recitation of their familiar prayers; 
see their tiny heads bend low as their lips pronounce 
the Holy Name of Jesus. They are asking God, their 
Father, to bless them, to guard them and keep them 
from the snares of evil. How could the Divine Friend 
of little children fail to say, “Suffer the little children 
to come unto Me’? 

But there are other children, millions of them, who 
have not been so favored. These are the babes of 
heathendom. Their hearts never spoke to their 
Heavenly Father for they do not know Him. The 
names of Jesus and Mary are foreign to their lips. 
They are held in the brutal embrace of a pagan atmos- 
phere, unconscious of the love of Him, Who while on 
earth, loved to be in the presence of little children. 
There is a great contrast between the children of faith 
and the children of paganism. The more we think of 
it, the more we enthuse over the beauty of that glorious 
work which has as its aim the salvation of the help- 
less children of heathendom—The Holy Childhood 
Association. 

Every Catholic child is eligible to become enrolled 
in this great missionary work for children. Member- 
ship requires only a child’s offering, one penny a month 
and a child’s daily prayer, one Hail Mary with the 
invocation, “Holy Virgin Mary pray for us and for 
poor pagan children.” 

Besides membership, there is another very popular 
way of helping. It is known as the “adoption of 
heathen babies.” The donor gives a certain sum, five 
dollars, and has the privilege of choosing the name to 
be given a child in Baptism. No child is too young 
to become enrolled in the Holy Childhood. Ever. 
infants are eligible, for until they can perform the two. 
fold obligation of prayer and alms, parents, sisters, 
brothers and other relatives can perform this obliga- 
tion in their stead. Twelve cents a year will enroll a 
child and for such an enrollment a membership card 
and medal are given. Perpetual membership is twenty- 
five dollars. In some Catholic centers, the custom 
prevails whereby the parents or godparents enter the 


names of children in the association immediately after 
they receive the Sacrament of Baptism. We would 
like to see the custom inaugurated everywhere in the 
United States.

The tragedy of China continues to be one of the 
most pathetic in the history of nations. War, floods, 
famine, ‘the ravages of communists and bandits, has 
brought about the untimely death of millions.
